This invention relates to enclosures (for Instance 
storage container? or storage cases) for disks (for In- 
stance mini-disk cartridges). Mare specifically, but 
not exclusively, the invention may for example be Im- 
plemented as a two or three-component transparent $ 
container In which an Information storage medium, 
such as a mint-compact dish ("mini-CD") cartridge, 
may be packaged for retail sale and/or used for stor- 
age by the consumer. 

As shown in FIG. 1 7 of the accompanying draw- 10 
ings. conventional storage containers for a standard 
compact disk 12 or the like are often called jewel 
boxes. The Jewel box Is usually made of transparent 
plastic and is rectangular In shape. Many such Jewel 
boxes ind ude three distinct components; a rectangu- is 
lar base tray 50\ a corresponding rectangular cover 
307 and a mounting hub (not shown). Usually, the 
base tray and cover are pivotal ly connected at their 
base corners to form a clam sheU-ike enclosure, and 
the mounting hub la inserted Into the base tray. zo 

The cover of the jewel box may have interior walla 
which correspond to the total height of the container. 
These walls may have several Inwardly protruding 
tabs which are used to hold a promotional booklet or 
other identifying material 26' in a position where it can 2S 
be viewed through the cover. When secured Into 
place under the tabs, these articles usually cover the 
disk and act as a top view display. 

The base tray of the typical prior art jewel box Is 
determined to be slightly larger than a typical com- ao 
pact disk In all dimensions. In one type of jewel box, 
several tabs protrude from the Interior walls of the 
base tray. The mounting hub la inserted Into place on 
top of these tabs and a promotional card may be 
placed face down on the base tray's interior surface as 
under the tabs. Installing the mounting hub on top of 
the card allows the consumer to readily identify the 
contents of the jewel box from both the bottom and 
the top of the package. The Interior surface of the 
base tray may also include arced ribs which extend 40 
u pwardly and surround the disk In a manner such that 
the cover ts prevented from touching the disk. How- 
ever, the location of the ribs makes them Ineffective 
to protect t he disk when a cover breaks as a result of 
force applied to it is 

A conventional mounting hub for the above de- 
scribed Jewel box is usually hoQow and is forced of a 
central circular recess and a centra) circular mount 
The mount holds the disk securely when the disk la 
Inserted Into the container. The recess allows the disk so 
to rest easily In the container and also allows easy re- 
moval of the disk from the container; 

Small cut-outs are usually formed on the side 
walls of the base tray and small matching extensions 
are correspondingly formed on the side walls of the ss 
cover. The fl between the cut-outs and the exten- 
sions usually causes enough interference to sustain 
the container in the normally closed position. The end 



of the cover usually extends slightly over the end of 
the base thereby allowing one to pry open the cover 
with one hand, write holding the container to the 
other hand. 

Another prior art embodiment of the jewel box for 
standard compact disks Incorporates only two com- 
ponents: the cover and the base tray. The base tray 
has the mounting hub molded into IL In order to com- 
pensate for not being able to insert a promotional card 
in the inside of the base tray, the bottom surface of 
this base try is recessed and several tabs protrude 
under the bottom surface from exterior waije of the 
base tray. This construction allows a card to be Insert- 
ed on the outside of the container under the bottom 
surface of the base tray. This embodknent is less ex- 
pensive to build than the conventional Jewel box, 
since it is made up of only two components and uses 
less raw materials than the standard three pi e m jew- 
el box. However, the automated assembling process- 
es, which Include inserting the back promotional card 
onto the exterior of the base tray, era more expensive 
and time consuming when thb type of box is em- 
ployed. The increased cost of production occurs be- 
cause the tabs and/or protruding side walla adjacent 
the recessed bottom of the surface of the base tray 
often get caught In the automatic machines. For this 
mason, the Insert cards and disk are often Inserted 
by hand or extra maintenance for the machine must 
be expended to keep the production lino up and run- 
ning. 

Until recently, the standard compact disk was the 
only size of optical disk employed for audio applica- 
tions. However, today many recording companies are 
leaning towards using a smaller version of the stan- 
dard compact disk, known as a mini-compact disk or 
mini-disk. The mini disk Is permanently encased In a 
rectangular plastic enclosure (cartridge) and cannot 
be stored in an existing standard compact disk con- 
tainer. A need exists, therefore, for a container which 
can store end display a mini-disk cartridge and which 
can also be used In commercially available existing 
audio tape cassette and standard compact disk racks. 

Respective different aspects of the Invention are 
set forth in claims 1 and 15. 

Preferred forma of Implementation of this Inven- 
tion described In detail heretnbelow provide a contain* 
er for mini-disk cartridges or the lion 

which may be used In existing audio tape cas- 
sette ratal racks; 

which may be used In existing standard com- 
pact disk retail racks; 

which includes a means for Identifying the en- 
closed disk from the bottom view of the container; and 
In which the bottom surface of the base tray Is 
not recessed and includes a means for identifying the 
enclosed disk from the bottom view of the container. 

In one preferred embodiment, the container la 
made up of three main components, a base tray, a 
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cover, and a disk tray. The base tray is pivotally con- 
nected to the cover, and the disk tray Is Inserted into 
the base tray, The container has dimensions In which 
the width is slightly larger than the width of a typical 
mini-disk cartridge, and the length and the height are 
approximately the same length and height of a stan- 
dard audio tape cassette case. By incorporating a 
container with the same length and height as a stan- 
dard audio tape cassette case, the container may be 
used in already existing audio tape cassette retail 
racks. 

The cover of this embodiment has two parallel 
side wails which define the height of the container. 
One or more tabs protrude inwardly from each of 
these wells. The tabs are used to secure a thin pro- 
motional booklet or any other materials against the In- 
side top surface of the cover. When Inserted into 
place, the promotional material may cover the entke 
mlnl-dbk cartridge from the top view. Even If promo- 
tional material is not enclosed within the cover, by in- 
serting the mini-disk cartridge into the container wHh 
the label aide face-up, the consumer may readly 
identify the enclosed mini-disk via the top view 
through the cover. 

The base tray of the above embodiment has at 
least two parallel wails. These walls may have cut 
outs corresponding to the tabs hi the cover, thereby 
providing a recess In which the cover tabs may rest 
when the container Is In the dosed position. On at 
least one of the parallel side walls of the base-tray, 
there is at least one smell depression that corre- 
spondingly matches a small protrusion that extends 
from an Interior portion of at least one side wall of the 
cover. The depression and matching protrusion sa* 
cure the container in the closed position. 

On at least one of the parallel side walls of the 
base tray, there is also is least one small depression 
that correspondingly matches at least one email pro- 
trusion that extends from an exterior portion of at 
least one side wall of the disk tray. The depression 
and matching protrusion secure the disk tray when it 
is inserted Into the base tray. 

An Interior front wall which la located opposite the 
hinged portion is slightly recessed, so that the front 
end of the cover extends over it Thereby, one fs able 
to pry open the cover with one finger while holding 
the container in place with the other hand* 

The disk tray of this first configuration has a rim- 
med center opening with a floor having dimensions 
slightly larger than the length and the width of a mlnl- 
dbk cartridge. A stepped standoff attached to the 
floor in at least two of its comers allow the disk to rest 
comfortably and securely. On at least one side of the 
dmmed center opening Is a finger Insert recession, 
which allows one \o easily retrieve the mini-disk car- 
tridge. The rear rim of the center opening acts as a 
rest far the cover whan the container is the closed 
position. 



The side walla of the disk tray may have cut outs fc 
which line up with the cut outs In the base tray and 
correspond to the tabs In the covet Thereby, a re- 
s cess is created, In which the cover tabs may rest 
when the container is In the closed position. 

Promotional material facing downward may be in- 
serted into the base bay before the disk tray is insert- 
ed, and the disk may be inserted with its label feeing 
10 upward or downward. When the container Is in the 
dosed position, the consumer can easily Identify the 
contents from the bottom view by way of the promo- 
tional material, and may identify the contents of the 
container from the top view by way of additional pro- 
is motional material Inserted under the covers tabs or 
via the mini-disk cartridge's label. Further the con- 
tents of the container may also be identified via an In- 
dex or a tab by inserting It within the Interior of the 
rear wall. 

20 In a second configuration, the disk trey has a step 
attached to the disk tray's floor In at least two of ita 
corners. Preferably, at (east one aide wall of the cen- 
ter opening has a small cut out, which allows the cen- 
ter opening to flex so that when a mlnHflsfc cartridge 

26 is inserted Into the disk tray, it Is held securely In 
place. For this embodiment, the mini-disk cartridge 
and promotional materiel may be inserted In much the 
same way as described for the first configuration. 
In a third configuration, the disk tray has unstsp- 

so ped standoffs attached to the floor of the disk tray In 
at le$st two of Os comers. Again, this embodiment 
may be utilized with the mini-disk cartridge and pro- 
motional material as described in the first configura- 
tion. However, In this embodiment, the surface of the 

ss mlnl-dbk cartridge rests against the floor of the disk 
tray. 

In a fourth configuration, the disk tray's center 
opening has a window opening Instead of a floor. Pre- 
ferably, at least one corner of the center opening has 
40 a small cut out, which allows the sidewalls of the cen- 
ter opening to flex, such that the mlnl-diak cartridge 
may rest comfortably and securely. 

In a first arrangement utilized wUh this fourth 
configuration, the mini-disk cartridge may be inserted 
45 into the disk tray with Its label facing downward, and 
a booklet or other promotional material may be Insert- 
ed within the cover under the tabs. When the contain- 
er is In the dosed position, the consumer can easfly 
identify the contents of the container from the top- 
so view, and can readily view additional Information on 
the disk's label from the bottom-view. In a second b> 
rengement, the mini-disk cartridge and promotional 
material may be inserted as discussed in the first con- 
figuration. 

66 In a fifth configuration, the disk tray with the floor 
attached to its center opening does not have a stand 
off or a step molded to ha surface. Rather, it simply 
utilizes a cut out in at least one side wall of the center 
opening to secure the mini-disk cartridge. 
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In a sixth configuration, the three component 
container having the disk tray with the canter opening 
window may haw a mounting hub, corresponding to 
the central opening of the dtekt formed Integrally with s 
a bottom surface of the base trey. The hub Is used to 
provide added assurance that the mint-disk cartridge 
remains secure within the container. For this config- 
uration, the minJ-dtek cartridge and promotional ma- 
terial may be Inserted and applied In much the same 10 
way as the first arrangement of the fourth configur- 
ation or the first configuration. 

In a seventh configuration, the three component 
container having the disk tray with a floorattached to 
t he bottom of the center opening may have a mount* f * 
tng hub. corresponding to the central opening of the 
mini-disk cartridge, formed integrally with a bottom 
surface of the disk tray. Again, the hub Is employed 
for added stabilization of the mini-disk cartridge with- 
in the container. For this embodiment the mlnl-dlsk 20 
cartridge and promotional material may be inserted 
and applied as described for the first configuration. 

In an alternative embodiment, the container is 
made up of two main components, a base tray and a 
cover. Four raised rims are forced Integrally with a 25 
bottom inside surface of the base tray. The raised 
rims substantially surround the mini-disk cartridge, 
such that the mini-disk cartridge rests comfortably 
and securely without t he n eed for a distinct disk tray. 
The rear raised rtn acts as a rest for the cover when 
the container Is In the closed position. The mini-disk 
cartridge may be Inserted within the raised rime with 
its label taring down, and a booklet or other promo- 
tional material may be Inserted within the cover to al- 
low the consumer to readily identify the contents of 
the container from the top and bottom views. 

The invention will now be further described, by 
way of iRuatratlve and non-Rmfting example, with ref- 
erence to the accompanying drawings, In which: 

FIG. 1 1s an exploded perspective view of a con- 
tainer In an open position, with a disk tray having a 
window, a mini-disk cartridge and a booklet ready for 
insertion. 

FIG. 2 Is a top cut away perspective view of the 
container In the dosed position, with a disk tray, a 
mint-disk cartridge and a booklet 

RG. 3 Is a bottom perspective view of the contain* 
er In the closed position, with the disk tray and a mini- 
disk cartridge. 

FIG. 4 is a cross-sectional side view of the con- 
tainer In the open position along Kne 4 in FIG. 1, with 
a mini-disk cartridge ready for Insertion into the disk 
tray having a window. 

FIG. 5 Is a cross-section a) side view of the con- 
tainer in the closed position along line 5 in FIG. 2. with 
a mini-disk cartridge and a booklet inserted. 

FIG. 6 Is an exploded perspective view of the con- 
tainer In the open position, with a disk tray having a 
floor, a mini-disk cartridge and a booWet ready far in- 



sertion. 

RG, 7 is a cross-sectional aide view of the con- 
tainer in the open postton along line 7 of FIG. ft, win 
a mini-disk cartridge ready for insertion into the disk 
tray having a floor. 

HQ, 8 is a sectional side view of the container In 
the open position along line 7 In RG. 6 wth a mW- 
d isk cartridge and a booklet Inserted Into the disk tray 
having a floor. 

FIG. 9 is an exploded perspective view of the con- 
tain er in the open position, having a mounting hub in 
the base tray, with tho disk tray having a window, a 
mini-disk cartridge and a booklet ready tor Insertion. 

RG. 1 0 is a top perspective view of the mounting 
hub. 

FIG. 11 is an exploded perspective view of the 
container in the open position with the disk tray hav- 
ing a floor and a mounting hub, a mInMflsk cartridge 
and a booklet ready to Insertion. 

FIG. 12 is an exploded perspective view of the 
container having rims in the base tray In the open pos- 
ition, with a minidisk cartridge and a booklet ready for 
Insertion. 

FIG. 13 tea top cut away perspective view of the 
container in the closed position, having rime In the 
base tray with a mini-disk cartridge and a booWet 

FIG* 14 Is a bottom perspective view of the con- 
tainer having rims in the base tray In the dosed pos- 
ition, with a mini-disk cartridge. 

RG. is ia a cross-sectional aide view of the con- 
tainer in the dosed position along line 15 of FIG. 12, 
with a mini-disk cartridge ready for insertion into the 
rims of the base tray. 

RG. 1 6 is a cross-sectional side view of the con- 
tainer in the dosed jiosWon along line 16 of RG, 13 
with a mini-disk cartridge and » booklet Inserted. 

FIG. 17 is a top cut away perspective of a stan- 
dard jewel box* with a mlnW isk cartridge and a book- 
let. 

FIG. 18 Is an exploded perspective view of the 
container in the open position, with the disk tray hav- 
ing a floor with stepped standoffe, a minidisk car- 
tridge and a booklet ready tor insertion* 

RG. 19 is a cross-sectional side vfew of the con- 
tainer In the open position, with a mlrd-dtek cartridge 
ready for Insertion Into the disk tray having a floor 
with stepped standoffs. 

FIG. 20 la a cross-sectional side view of the con- 
tainer In the dosed position, with a mini-disk cartridge 
ready for insertion Into the disk tray having a floor 
with stepped standoffs. 

FIG. 21 is a top cut away perspective view of tho 
container in the dosed position, with the disk tray 
having a floor with stepped standoffs, a mini-disk car- 
tridge and a booklet 

FIG. 22 is an exploded perspective view of the 
container In the open position, wfth the disk tray hav- 
ing a floor with steps, a mini-disk cartridge and a 
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booklet ready for insertion, 

RG. 23 Is an exploded perspective view of the 
container In the open position, wfth the disk tray hav- 
ing a floor with standoff backs, a mini-disk cartridge 6 
" and a bocMet ready for Insertion. 

As shown in FIGS. 16-21. in a first embodiment 
of the invention, a storage container 10 la preferably 
formed of a transparent, plastic material. The contain- 
er 10 includes three components, a bade tray 50, a io 
cover 30, and a disk tray 25. Though the dimensions 
of the container 10 may vary to adapt to different 
abed mini-disk cartridges, a preferred embodiments 
designed for a typical mini-disk cartridge 13 in which 
an optical disc is encased in a rectangular enclosure. f 5 
The width of the container 1 0 Is approximately 91 mi- 
limeters, the length is approximately 100 millimeter? 
and the height la approximately 15 millimeters, (see 
FIG. 21). Trie width is designed to be slightly longer 
than the width of a minidisk cartridge 13. while the 20 
length and hefcht are employed to allowthe container 
10 to be utilized In already existing retail raclm for 
standard audio tape cassette containers, in another 
embodiment, the length, the height, and the width of 
the container 10 may have varying dimensions to 26 
adapt the container 10 for use in already existing retail 
racks for standard size compact disk containers. 

The cover 30 Includes two side walls 34 which ex- 
tend perpendicularly from a top surface 32. From 
each side wal 34 one or more skie tabs 36 protrude 
Inwardly. The side tabs 36 are positioned a sufficient 
distance from the top surface 32 to allow for the in- 
sertion of a booldet or card 26 between the side tabs 
36 and the top surface 32. A small cutout 33 Is formed 
In the center of at least one side wall 34 but prefersbjy 
both, between the side tabs 36 and the top surface 
32. The cut outs 33 Improve the efficiency In the 
molding process, as well as serving other functions. 

A bookletor card 28. with its graphics side 26 fac- 
ing the cover's top surface 32 (see FIG. 21), may be 
Inserted whhln the cover 30 at the open front end 44 
of the cover 30 and slid under the tabs 36 until It rests 
against a rear wall 42 of the cover 30. Small front tabs 
46 protrude upwardly from a portion of the inside sur- 
face of the cover 30 adjacent the open front end 44 
of the cover 30 to keep t he booldet or card 26 In place 
once ft rests against the rear waO 42. 

At least one side wan 34. but preferably both, also 
has a capture protrusion 46 extending inwardly. Each 
rearward end 31 of both cover side wails 34 has a piv- 
ot protrusion 40 extending inwardly. 

The base tray 50 in chides a bottom surface 52, a 
pair of side walls 80. a front wall 78, and a rear wall 
71. Each side waB 60 has notches 82. which corre- 
spond In position to the tabs 36 of the cover 30. At 
least one side wall AO, but preferably both, has a cov- 
er capture dimple 90, whteh correspondingly matches 
the capture protrusion 46 extending from the cover 
30. At least one side wao 80, but prefera Uy both, also 



has a disk tray capture dimple 88 on both tides of the . 
side wall notch 62. Each base tray aide rear wall 75 
has a pivot depression or hole 49. wNch corresponds 
to the pivot protrusion 40 on the cover 30. The exter- 
ior of the front wall 78 has a s| Ightty recessed area S3, 
preferably In Its center, which may be used as a finger 
grip whan opening the container 10. 

The disk tray 25 has a rear wall 69, a front wail 77, 
and a rimmed center opening 85 having dimensions 
slightly larger than the length and the width of a mini- 
disk cartridge 13. The rimmed center opening 85 b 
made up of a rear rim 37, two side rims 38* a front rim 
39, and a floor 45, which is attached to the bottom 
edges of the rims 37. 38 and 39. Positioned at at least 
two corners of the floor 45, but preferably at ail tour 
corners, are stepped standoffs 100 protruding from 
thetopsurraceofthefloor45. Each standoff 100 haa 
a back 101. which Is adapted to autoatan tia Ey sur- 
round respective corners of a mInMMc cartridge 13. 
£ach standoff 100 also may have a step 102, which 
supports the corners of the mini-disk cartridge 13 in 
a position away from the floor 4& and allows the user 
to easily slide the dp of his finger under the mfeiHOsk 
cartridge 13 to facilitate its removal from the container 
10. Preferably, the bade 101 of each standoff 100 ex- 
tends approximately one eighth of an Inch above the 
floor 45, and the step 102 of each standoff 100 ex- 
tends approximately one sixteenth of an inch above 
the floor 45. These heights may vary, however. 

Each side rim 36 has a notch 83 on Its exterior, 
which corresponds In position to the base traye notch- 
es 62 and the cover's tabs 36. At toast one side rim 
3B, but preferably both, has a finger insert 61 formed 
in Its interior, which preferably b centered between 
the corners of the center opening 85. The exterior of 
each side rim 36 also has capture protrusions 86 lo- 
cated on both sides of the side wall notches 83, which 
correspond to the capture dimpJ ea 88 of the base trey 
50. 

Molded to the top of the rear wail 69 of the disk 
tray 25 Is a rear ledge B7 f whicn extends across the 
pivot region of the base tray 50. Trie rear ledge 87 b 
supported by at least one, but preferably three struc- 
tural ribs 35 (see RG. 3). Molded to the bottom of the 
rear wall 69 and the top of the rear rtn 37 ba rear cov- 
er support 41, which serves as a rest for the cover's 
rear wall 42 when the container 10 b In the dosed 
position, 

The base tray 50 and the cover 30 are attached 
by mating the pivot protrusions 40 on the cover 30 
with the pivot depressions 49 in the base tray 50. The 
base tra/s front wall 78 is sllghtfy recessed so that 
the cover's front end 44 extends over H to allow one 
to pry open the cover 30 wfth a finger while holding 
the container 10 in the other hand. The slightly re- 
cessed area 53 on the exterior of the base trays front 
wall 76 may be utilized as a finger grip. The cover 30 
rotates about an axis centered horuorttalty through 
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the length of the rear wai 1 71, 

The disk tray 25 Is attached to the base tray 50 
by Inserting the disk tray capture protrusions 86 Into 
the bade tra/a disk tray capture dimples 88. When 
the disk tray 25 is inserted, Its front wal 77 rests flush 
against the basa tray's front wall 78, and the exterior 
of each disk tray side rim 38 rests flush against the 
interior of each base tray aide wall 80- The disk tray's 
rear (edge 87 rests on top of the base tray's rear wall 
71. 

As shown In FIG- 1 a. promotional material 27 may 
be inserted facing downward under the disk tray 25. 
A mini-disk cartridge 13 may be placed in the contain- 
er 10 In the disk tra/s center opening 85 of the disk 
tray 25 and a booklet or card 26 may be securely in- 
serted undertha cover 30. The mini-disk cartridge 13 
may be Inserted Into the disk tray 25 with its non-label 
side 19 or to label side 17 facing the cover 30. 

As shown In FIG 20, the corners of the mini-disk 
cartridge 13 rest on the steps 102 of the standoffs 
100. The promotional materia] 27 may be bent such 
that It rests against the interior of the front wall 78 so 
that Information or graphics may be displayed. 

As shown In FIG, 21, the booklet or card 28 can 
be readily seen through the cover's transparent top 
surface 32. Though not shown, the rear wall 71 may 
be utilized to display information or graphics by plac- 
ing an index or a tab against the interior of the rear 

warn. 

In a second configuration, as shown In FIG. 22, 
at least two comers of the floor 45, but preferably afl 
four, have a step 102 formed to Its top surface. Pre- 
ferably, at least one side rim 38 has a small cut out 47 
to allow the disk tray 25 to be more flexible In securing 
the mini-disk cartridge 13. The rear rim 37 and front 
rim 38 may also have cut outs 47. 

In a third configuration, as shown in FIG. 23, at 
least two corners of the floor 45 have a standoff back 
1 01 formed to their top surface, UKe the first config- 
uration, each standoff back 101 substantially sur- 
round the corners of the mini-disk cartridge 13. How- 
ever, In this configuration the bottom surface of the 
mini-disk cartridge 13 rests flush against the floor 45 
of the disk tray 25. 

In a fourth configuration, as shown In FIG. 1, the 
rimmed center opening B5 of the disk tray 24 may be 
utilized without a floor 45. The rtms 37, 38 and 39 are 
flexible and meet at cut out cornera 43, to form a win- 
dow-like opening. 

As shown in FIG. 2, a mini-disk cartridge 13 may 
be placed In the container 1 0 in the disk tra/s center 
opening 85 of the disk tray 24. A booklet or card 28, 
or the label-side 17 of the mini-disk cartridge 13 may 
be readily viewed through the covert transparent top 
32. However, as shown in FIG. 3, when promotional 
material 27 Is not inserted under the disk tray 24, the 
label-side 17 of the mini-disk cartridge 13 may be In- 
serted facing downward. This allows the consumer to 



view the mini-disk cartridge's label 17 through the », 
base tra/s transparent bottom surface 52. 

As best shown In FIGS. 2 through 5, when the 
5 minidisk cartridge 13 is inserted, tha bottom portion 
of the flexible rims 37, 38 and 39 flax outward to en- 
compass and secure the mini-disk cartridge 13. 
When the container 10 Is In the closed position, the 
cover's rear wall 42 rests on top of the disk tray a rear 
10 cover support 41. 

In a fifth configuration, as shown In FIG. 6, the 
disk tray 25 id substantially simlar to the disk tray 24 
in FIG. 1. However, this disk tray 25 has a floor 45 at* 
tached to the bottom of the center opening 85. The 
is rear rim 37. the two side rims 38, the front rim 30, and 
the finger inserts 81 have rigid bottom portions to 
support the floor 45. Also, Instead of cut out corners 
43 (See FIG. 1), this disk tray 25 has at least one side 
cut out 47, but preferably two, located on the interior 
20 of the side rims 38 on each aide of the finger Inserts 
81 and on the Interior of the rear rim 37 and the front 
rim 30. As shown in FIGS. 7 and 8. when the mlnWlsk 
cartridge 13 Is Inserted, the rims 37, 38 and 39 sur- 
round the minidisk cartridge 1 3 to ensure that it rests 
25 comfortably and securely. 

in a sixth configuration, as shown in FIG. 0, the 
cover 30, and the disk tray 24 with the center opening 
85 may be used in conjunction with a base tray 50 
having a circular mounting hub 54 formed integrally 
so wit h its bottom surface 52. The mlnWIak cartridge 1 3, 
via its center hole 15, may be mounted on top of the 
mounting hub 54. As shown in FIG. 10, the mounting 
hub 54 has a raised circular mount 56 and raised fin- 
gers 5a The mounting hub 54 gives added assurance 
35 thai the mlnMisk cartridge 13 will remain secure 
within the container 10. 

In a seventh configuration, as shown in FIG. 11, 
the disk tray with a floor 25 may have a circular 
mounting hub 54 formed Integrally to the center of the 
40 floor 45. Again, the mounting hub 54 reassures that 
the mini-disk cartridge 13 remains secure Inside the 
container 10. 

In another embodiment, as shown In FIG. 12, the 
container 10 b formed of two main components, a 
46 base tray 50 and a cover 30. The base tray 50, the 
cover 30, and the dimensions of the container 10 In 
this embodiment are substantially the same as the 
base tray 50, th e cover 30 and the dimensions for the 
fourth configuration, (See FIG. 1). 
50 The base tray 50 has four flexible raised rims 65 
formed integrally with ha bottom surface 52. Th© 
raised rims 65 protrude upward and substantially sur- 
round the mini-disk cartridge 13 to ensure that is rests 
comfortably and securely. Though other placements 
ss of the rtms may be used, at the present time, the op- 
timum distance between each pair of parallel oppos- 
ing rims seems to be irmn less than the length and 
the width of the mini-disk cartridge 13. When the 
mini-disk cartridge 13 Is inserted, tha rims flex out- 
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ward and create enough interference to allow the 
mini-disk cartridge 1 3 to refit comfortably and secure- 
|y. The base tray's rear wall 70 Is made up of an Inner 
rear wall 73, and outer rear wall 74, and a top rearwall 
72. Unlike the base tray 50 of the preferred embodi- 
ment this base tray SO does not have disk tray cap- 
ture dimples 88 in its side walls 82, as shown In FIG. 
1. 

When the container 10 Is In the closed position, 
as shown In FtG. 13, a mlnl-dlsk cartridge 13 may be 
placed in the container 10 within the raised rims 65 
of the base tray 50. As in the preferred embodiment, 
a booklet or card 28 is placed under the cover 30 and 
the mini-disk cartridge 13 Is inserted mto the baae 
tray 50 wit h the non-label side 1 9 facing the cover 30. 
The booklet or card 26 car be eaaly seen through the 
cover's transparent top 32. As shown In FIG. 14, the 
mini-disk cartridge's label side 17 can be observed 
through the base tray's transparent bottom surface 
52. 

As best shown In FIGS. 13 to 16. the raised rfens 
65 substantially surround the mlnl-dlsk cartridge 13 
to secure It When the container 10 is In the closed 
position, the cover's rear wall 42 rests on top of the 
rim 65 closet to the base tray's Inner rear wall 73-

means for connecting said disk tray to said 
base tray. 



2. The enclosure for a rectangular mJnWbk car- 
tridge of claim 1 . wherein said connecting means 
for said base tray to said cover comprises:

4. The enclosure for a rectangular mtnWIsk car-

sion; and wherein said cover aide waRs Include an 
inwardly extending complimentary protrusion 
so corresponding to said base tray eldowaN depres- 
sion and said disk tray side waits depression. 

5. The enclosure for a rectangular mini-disk car- 
tridge of claim 1, wherein said side wets of said 

35 cover from said inside top surface extend altghtfy 
longer than said side walls of said base tray from 
said inside bottom surface. 

6. The enclosure for a rectangular mini-disk car* 
40 bidge of claim 1 , wherein an Inside portion of at 

least one said disk tray side wall includes at least 
one depressed area. 

7. The enclosure for a rectangular ndnMlak car- 
4$ bidge of claim 1, wherein said side walls* said 

front wall, and said rearwaQ of aald disk tray are 
arranged to form a window. 

8. The enclosure for a rectangular minidisk ear- 
so trldge of cjatm 7, wherein a disk mounting hub la 

integrally formed with said Inside bottom surface 
of said base tray. 

9. The enclosure for a rectangular mini-disk car- 
es trfdge of daim 1, wherein a floor having an Inner 

top surface is integrally formed with the bottom 
portion of said side walls, said front wall and aald 
rear wall of the formed rectangular opening of 
said disk tray.

11. The enclosure for a rectangular mini-disk car- 
tridge of claim 9, wherein a step \& Integrally 
formed with said top surface of said floor of said 
disk tray In at least two comers. 

12. The enclosure for a rectangular mni-disjc car- 
tridge of claim 9, wherein a corner-shaped stand- 
off having an inner surface is Integrally formed 
with said top surface of said floor of said disk tray 
[n at least two comers. 

13. The enclosure for a rectangular mini-disk car- 
tridge of claim 12. wherein a step to integrally 
formed wtth said Inner surface of said standoff.

15. An endosure for a rectangular mlnl-dlsK cartridge 
comprising: 

a base tray for receiving the rectangular 
disk cartridge Inducing, 

an lns)de bottom surface, 

a pair of skfe walls protruding up- 
wardly from aatd inside bottom surface, 

a rear wal extending upwardly from 
aald Inside bottom surface, 

a tent wall extending upwardly 
from aald Inside bottom surface, and 

four extensions, formed integrally 
with said inside bottom surface, protruding up- 
ward and substantially surrounding the cartridge; 
a cover Inducing, 

an Inside top surface, and 

a pair of parallel side walls protrud- 
ing downwardly from said Inside top surface; and 
means for hlngedy connecting said base 
tray to said cover. 

1Gw The enclosure for a rectangular mini-disk car- 
tridge of dalm 15, wherein said connecting 
means for said base bay to said cover comprises: 

a depression on an outside rear portion of 
each said base tray side wafls;
